CONSTANTINOPLE, September 8,— 
Lord Salisbury’s proposal for the con- 
stitution of an international commis- 
sion representing the six powers to 
assume control of the revenues with 
which Greece will guarantee the yay, 
ment of interest to holders of old 
bonds, as well as the payment of the 
indemnity loan, hus been accepted by 
the powers. 

Salisbury’s latest’ proposai tor the 
settlement of terms of peace between 
Turkey and Greece 1s generally re- 
garded asa victory for German diplo- 
macy, and much bitter feeling is dis- 
played in England over the British 
premier’s back down.

The Church wil! be dis- 
established, and tithes will cease 
to be collected. But all thisimplies 
a complete transformation of rural 
life in England, which is at present 
organized on the manorial system, 
with the squire’s mansion, the 
large homestead of the tenant 
farmer, the labourer’s cottage, and 
the rectory. A change in the 
character of the nation, social and 
political, will inevitably follow, 
and indeed is already beginning to 
appear.

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LORD PENRHYN YIELDS 


An End to the Wells Quarry Strike— 
A Remarkable Labour Dispute. 


The cable last week announced the 
close of the most remarkable labour 
disputes of modern times—The Pen- 
rhynquarry strike, which haslasted for 
about nine months. The Penrhyn 
slate quarries in north Wales are the 
largest in the world; the amount paid 
in wages amounted to about 895,000 a 
month and gave support to about 10,- 
000 people, for the quarrymen come of 
a thrifty and frugal stock, There 
has been trouble brewing between 
Lor Penrhyn ard his work ple 
for some time back. Io the spring of 
last vear some of the quarrymen ab- 
sentel themselves from work, with- 
out leave, to attend a labour demon- 
stration, Lord Penrhyn's reply was 
to close the quarmes for & week, so 
that thre labor demonstration cost the 
quarrymen about $6,000, Last fall 
more serious trouble arose, The men 
wished! to appoint a committee to 
negotate with Lord Peurhyn 4s to cer- 
tain grievances, Lord Penrhyn said 
he was willing to hear the men in- 
dividually or through ther foreman 
bat he declined to have anything to 
do witha committee; a committee had 
tried to run the quarry betore, and 
they nearly brought. it to ruin. 
This was under the late Lord Pearhyn, 
and it 1s certain that the present 
owner has brought the enterprise out 
of a position of insolvency into a 
prosperous condition. Ona rd P.n- 
rhyn’s refusal to meet the committ.e. 
the men resolved to strike im the 
spring. Lord Penrhyn replied by dis- 
missing the 71 men who formed the 
committee, Upon this the quarry- 
men held a mass meeting and decided 
to come out on strike. They came 
out on strike and have been out ever 
since. Lord Penrhyn was appealed to 
by all sorts of people, but he maintain. 
ain absolutely inflexible attitude. 
The Board of Trade offered the servi- 
ces of one of its labour experts 
as arbitrator, and Lord Penrhyn very 
curtly told them to mind their own 
business; it was his quarry, and he 
would run itin his own way, or he 
would not run it atall. So week after 
week and month after month went 
by, and there was no o— in the 
situation. The Imperial Parliament 
debated the matter, but could do no- 
thing; Lord Penrhyn remained sately 
entrenched within the rights of pro- 
perty. It is somewhat of a surprise to 
learn that he bas given way and allow- 
ed the men the privilege of combina- 
tion, Lord Penrhyn was a very stub- 
born Englishman, but his stabborn- 
ness only went to the extent of ‘5,- 
00. When he bad lost that much, he 
thought it was time to stop. 


COST OF STOPPING A TRAIN 


It is not generally known what loss 
of power is involved in the starting 
and stopping of an ordinary train. 
There is required about twice as much 
power to stop a train as to start one, 
the loss of power depending on the 
momentum, 

Atrain goingat the rate of sixty 
miles an heur can, by means of the 
Westinghouse. air brake, be stopped 
within 120 yards from the first appli- 
cation of the break. 

Now, enough power is lost to carry 
this same train fifteen miles over a 
plain surface. First, there is the 
momentum acquired by the train fly- 
ing at this remarkable rate of speed; 
then the loss of steam applying the 
brakes; and, lastly, the extra amount 
of coal to compensate for allof these 


losses.

Ants on Fruit. 

E. 8. I.., Dundas, Ont., asks The Lon- 
don Farmer's Advocate for a remedy to 
hes. ¢ ants from working on his cherry 
and plum trees He states that they 
were very troublesome last season and 
he would be mach pleased to learn how 
to stop them from working on the fruit, 

Mr, James Fletcher, Dominion Ento- 
mologist, says in answer: I do not think 
that ants injure fruit trees in any way. 
It is just possible, of course, that when 
fruit is cracked or in some other way in- 
jured that they may do a small amount 
of harm, but I have never observed it. 
I think it far more probable that the 
presence of the dnts upen the trees in- 
dicated that the trees were infested by 
some species of plant louse or seale in- 
sect which secrete a substance known 
as honey dew, eagerly songht for by 
ants, Indeed the remarkable investiga- 
tions of Sir John Lubbrock have proved 


that ants not only feed on this subh- 


stance, but that they actually domesti- 
cate many kinds of plant lice 
found upon the plants which the 
lice infest naturally, and also carry them 


to their own nests and tend them there 
with the greatest care. Some of the 
plant lice are collected in the perfect 
state, while in the case of others the 
eges are gathered and kept safely 
through the winter, and when the young 
lice hatch in the spring they are evolon- 
ized upon their proper food plant. In 
view of the above facts, ants can harl- 
ly be called beneficial insects, but they 
are certainiy a great assistance to the 
fruit grower in drawing hia attention 
to an infestation of his trees by plant 
lice or scale insects which he might very 
easily overlook. Ants, however, can be 
kept away from a tree by surrounding 
the trunk first with a band of cotton 
wool and then over this a band of tin 
to be kept painted at short intervals 
with ary common oil. 

Right Way to Set Out Tomato Plants. 

Young tomato plants, when growing 
up thickly in hotbeds or flats, will invart- 
ably become spindling and weak, f 


planted out in the nsual way they have 
either to be inserted so eep that the 
roots will come in direct coniam, with the 
poorer subsoil, or the stems bend over 
and the tops fall upon the surface of the 
round and will never make strong. 
ealthy plauts, Of course, strong, short, 
nts are the best to set out, but 
eaunct be had spindling plants 
may be made just as serviceable as 
shown in our illustration. By this meth- 
od the fine roots are nearer to the sur- 
face and the part of the stem under- 
ground will soon strike additional roots, 
thus giving the plant still more susten- 
ance and pourishment.—American Agri- 
culturist.

THE CLONDIKE SPECIAL 
Owing to the preparation of the 
map taking longer than was 
expected the special edition of THE 
H#RALD on the eastern routes to 
thy Yukon will not be issued until 
Wednesday evening next.

Country 


To the Editor of Tux Heraiv 


Sin: Mr, Mollison evidently wishes 
the whole of these large stretches of 
prairie to be kept empty in order that 
a few small stockmen, or dairymen, 
whocan only live in certain spots, 
(favoured spots as he points out) may 
have it all their own way and be re- 
lieved from the trouble of looking after 
their own cattle. If Mr. Mollison’s 
ideal settier has only as many cattle 
as his own land wili carry—and, ac- 
cording to Mr, Mollison and everyore 
else, no one has any right to have an 
more, why should he not fence his 
land and keep his cattle therein and 
then he will not be disturbed by range 
cattle, If bis cattle are turned out on 
the open range they must take their 
chances with the rest, and are really a 
greater nuisance to other people than 
wila cattle, It is the small settler with 
a small herd of cattle, maybe a dairy 
herd, that monopolizes the ranges. 
He setties himself On a stream, or 
spring. or sheltered spot, the free use 
of which would enable thousands of 
acres adjoining (otherwise useless) to 
to be available for cattle, and then 
with his dogs, herds away all cattle 
for two or three miles on all sides of 
him, shoving them perhaps on to his 
neighbour, who likely continues the 
process, so that cattle have no peace or 
chance to put on the necessary fat for 
export. This settler monopolizes tor 
his own small herd as much country 
as would keep a large herd and pays 
nothing to the country for the use of 
it, This is the erying evil of this 
country. I would like to see this 
country more settled up, but let each 
man fence his own land and keep his 
stock thereon and not expect miles of 
open prairie around him tobe kept 
I fear Mr, Moil- 
son's Weds are Loo much fenced up and 
he cannot see over his fence,

The Old Ecclesiastienl Edifice Immortal- 
‘ ised by the Peet Is Now {Greatly in 
* Need of Repairs and an Appeal Hae 

Been Made for Funds, 


' Stoke Church, in Buckingham- 
nd, which was immortatised 
Gray's ’ is greatly in need of 
repairs, and an effort is now being made 
to raire a fimd for carrying them out 
as a fitting memorial of Queen Victoria's 
Diamond Jubilee year, In undertaking 
this work an appeal for funds is raade 
to all English-epeaking people. The in- 
tention is to clean and renovate the In- 
terior, with all reyerent care for the 
antiquity of the building; provide means 
of ventilation, and cover the spire with 
oak shingles. This will uire a re 
sum of money, of which £2 has al- 
ready been subscribed in the parish, 
Near the country town of Slough stands 
this ‘historic church. Slough is the cen- 
tre of a district which all around, is 
classic und, Herschel made his first 
great discoveries in astronomy while 12 
siding in an old-fashioned red brick man- 
sion on your left as you pass down the 
high road to Eton. Milton wrote his 
“L’Allegra” at Horton, not three miles 
distant to the north, Hdmund Burke 
and Edmund Waller lived at Beacons- 
field, in that immediate neighborhood, ‘lo 
the tourist it may be said that a delight- 
ful excursion may be made from Slough 
to Wexham, Stoke, Farnham, Burn- 
ham, Beeches, Dropmore and Cliefden, 
rejoining the rail at Maidenhead.

ie white spire of Stoke Poges Church 

is very conspicuous, as the edifice stands 
on a rising ground. ‘This spire, which 
it is now proposed to shingle anew, is 
not as ancicnt as the church itself, ac- 
cording to some accounts. The ivy-clad 
tower is of the early English style, and 
stands nat the east end of the north 
aisle. ‘The chancel arch is Norman and 
the east window perpendicular. In the 
chancel is the decorated canopy of a 
tomb, bolieved to be thet of Sir Edward 
Moleyns, treacurer to Edward ILL, and 
there are brasees fur seyeral members of 
that famiiy, as Sir Jokn _(1425) and 
Eleanor Moleyns, Lady Hungerford 
41476), On the south side is the Hast- 
ings chapel, with the coronet and heral- 
dic mauneh outside; it is of late perpen- 
dicular character. The west front was 
at one time aa Nett restored, a win-

careful, tender mother of many children, 
of whom one alone had the misfortune 
to survive her.” The solitary survivor 
was of course the poet himself. The 
poet was afterward, according to his 
own wish, buried in the same vault —-n 
fact recorded by the following inecrip 
tion on the window sill of Hastings 
chapel: 

“OF posite this stone, in the same tomh 
in which he has so feelingly recorded 
his grief at the loss of a beloved parent, 
are deposited the remains of Thomas 
Gray, the author of the ‘Elegy Written 
in a Country Churchyard.’ He was 
buried Aug. 1771.” 


Though there are’ other claimants, 
Stoke churchyard is usually rded_ as 
the scene of Gray's “Elegy,” the differ- 


-eut points in his descriptions—“the ivy- 
mantled tower,” “the rugged ehas,” “the 
aby trees’ shade,” “yon wood,” “the 
eath,” cte., applying more exactly there 
than clsewhere. Gray was accustomed 
to apend his college vacations at Stoke, 
at the house of his aunt, Mrs, Rogers, 
and in 1741 his mother and bis Aunt 
Antrobus went there to live, in a house 
described by him as “a compact box of 
red brick, with sash windows,” when 
Stoke became his home. It was called 
West End cottage, and is still standing 
(known as Stoke Court), though much 
enlarged, altered and beautified. lis 
room is known, and a walnut tree allud- 
ed to in one of his letters is still exist- 
ing. 
Just outside the churchyard is a 
monument in the shape of a sarcophagus, 
or large tea caddy, containing on ench 
face a few lines from the “Elegy,” or 
other of Gray's poems. This wan erect- 
ed by John Penn, a grandson of William 
Penn, of Pennsylvania. It is impossible 
to approach Stoke Church and church- 
yard without fecling that it is a spot 
calculated to have inspired the t with 
those sentiments which drew from him 
his “Elegy.” 

Stoke Poges is so named from the fact 
that Amicia de Stoke, an heiress, 
brought the manor in marriage to one 
Robert Poges, a cult of the shire iu 
the twelfth century. is 
and heir, Egidia, mar 
Moleyns, a member of the hold of 
Edward III., the estate passed into the 
possession of this family, who had a li- 
cense from the king to fortify aud em- 
battle a_mansion there, The manor of 
Stoke “Poges eo ery descended 
through female heirs to house of 
Hastings, Earls of Huntingdon, one of 
whom rebuilt the manor early in the 
reiga of Elizubeth. It fell next into 
the hands of Sir Edward Coke, Attor- 
ney-General to Queen Elisabeth, who en- 
tertaiued Her Majesty there in the most 
sumptuous and costly manner, and whose 
only daughter was Lady Hatton, 

In 1647 Stoke House was for a short 
time the residence of the unfortunate 
Charles I., when he was a prisoner In 
the power of the army. In 1720 it was 
purchased by Edward Halsey, one of the 
representatives of the town of Bucking- 
ham, whose daughter, Anne, married 
Lord Cobham, Stoke House and mauor 
were sold by her heirs to the second son 
of Williom Tenn, Having passed in 
succession through the hands of the 
Tenn and Labouchere families, the es- 
tate of Stoke Park became the property, 
by purchase, of a rich Londoner ef the 
name of Goleman, _He resided in the 
great house built by Wyatt ia the classie 
style, a century ago, about 209 yards 
from the site of the old manor house inm- 
mortalized by Gray in his “Long Story.”

Not only has he saved 
large sums in grocery and hote) bills, but 
he has grown fat and robust on his 
diet, and declares that he has searec! 
known a sick moment since he diseard- 
ed other food and begaa living on the 
bid pig fruit. 

Mr. Campbell has delved deeply in oe- 
cultism, but he insists that that has 
nothing to do with his baked banana 
diet, and that any ordinary person can 
live and prosper on it. 

Mr. Campbell learned the nutritive 
properties of the fruit when baked while 
studying in India, He noticed that all 
the laboring men seemed remarkably 
strong and vigorous, and upon enquiry 
found that they subsided altogether np- 
on baked plantains, He tried them him- 
self, an® with such good results that he 
has been a staunch advocate of them 
ever since, 

“Take ordinary bananas,” said Mr. 
Campbell to a New York Press reporter, 
“don't peel them, but cut the ends off 
a quarter of an inch, Then lay them 
on a tin platter, and without any other 
addition, bake them fifteen minutes in a 
hot bake oven,’ 

“When the bananas are soft the skin 
will burst open like a baked apple, 'Mhen 
turn them over 80 that the under side 
will heecome perfectly. soft, and bake five 
minutes longer,” 

The bananas, according to Mr, Camp- 
bell, should be served extremely hot aud 
on the same platter in which they were 
baked. Eat the juice which has run 
out of the banenas; then eat the mest 
of the fruit out of the skin with a tea- 
spoon, together with graham bread and 
butter, 

“Bananas cooked in this way are in- 
tensely fattening,” declared the clair 
voyant, ‘Three bananas,” he says, 
weighing one pound are equal in nour- 
ishment to twenty-six pounds of bread, 
The true banana is a small variety of 
the plantain, and is never shipped to 
northern countries, _ What we buy as 
‘bananas’ are the larger species, the 
plantaina.

AN INSURANCE STATISTICIAN SAYS 
iTS EXTINCTION 18 SURE. 


Its Fate Is on the Down Grads—Con- 
sumpiion Te Increasing, and Uniess 
the Whites Come to the Mesvve the 
Result ie Only # Question of Time. 


The white population of Augusta, Ga.

There appears among the recent pub- 
lications of the American Eeonomic As- 
sociation a volume of over 300 pages 
ou “Race Traits and Tendencies of the 
American Negro,” in which the pliysica! 
cegeneration of the colored race since 
cnuaincipation seems ta be abundantly 

1oved. This is an exhaustive aud most 
interesting treatise; the uwuthor, Pred. 
crick L, Hoffman, ts a statistician for 
one of the large insurance compames of 
the country, and his freed am from pre- 
jvdice or personal bias in the matter is 
supposed to be guaranteed by the fact 
cf his German pativity. His conclusions 
wee based on the most ample statistient 
information obtainable from oa grent 
variety of sources and they are thus 
summed up: 

Nothing is more clearly shown from 
this investigation than that the Southern 
Mack man at the time of emancipation 
was healthy in body and cheerful in

Weinnke no question thet the vices of 
civilization have fallen upen the emanci- 
pated negro with terrible force where 
adequate resistance was not in the na- 
ture of things to be expected. But how 
far is physical degeneracy due to these 
eanses, and how far to other causes 
which were operative prior to emancl- 
pation? The Augusta physician. state 
that consumption was practically

It is to be noted that the disease wos 
about equally pre mt among the two 
races in the earlicr period, and that the 
decline of mortality from this cause pro- 
ceeded to nearly on equal degree amous

How far these changes muy be due to

CAPONIENG FOW.s AND How TO 
PROCWID ABOUT THE WORK. 


Reasons Why the Operation Is an Ad- 
Vantage to the Poultry Ratser—The 


Inatruments Requircdand How to Use 
‘Them. 


The caponizing of fowls is one of the 
indispensable uperntions of the profes- 
sional poultry breeder, just as the mas: 
ticulation of cattle and sheep are in- 
@ispensable for the protit of the stock- 
man, It is as common a practice among 
the French poultrymen as the unsexing 
of farm animals is with us. Indeed it is

the absence of the waste by the product 
ef eggs and the incubatory fever make 
the female bird even more apt to grow 
in size than the mak. But it is not 
in the increased size alone that the ad- 
vantage exists, The improvement in the 
quality of the flesh and the apiness to 
tuke on fat, and the earlier maturity 
by which the temierness of the chicken 
is given to what is really the matured 
fowl, easily doubles the market value 
by the pound, So that the prices re- 
ceived for these birds easily amount to 
four times the value of them if taken 
to market at the same age in the ordin- 
ary condition. 

The operation is a safe and easy one 
by the use of the proper instruments, 
and practice with them gives confidence 
to the operatotr. Indeed there is no 
reason whatever why the operation might 
not be performed with as steady a hand 
as that of merely killing a common bi-d, 
for if a mistake is made the bird is 
killed, and scved for ordinary use. ‘The 
age at whicik birds ore operated on is 
from four to ten months, but the earlier 
the better and safer the operation is 
performed. ‘The writer, who has oper- 
ated on several hundred birds, has 
chosen the age of five months aa the 
best, as this has given to the male bird 
its special form on which it is quite 
easy to lay on more flesh and fat than 
on @ amaller one, whose immaturity 
gives a hen-like appearapre to the 
ecapon; while the larger frame is most 
desired for the table. The first onera- 
tion was made on a dead bird, which 
was treated exactly as if alive, and the 
operation being so easily performed by 
the absence of all nervousness would 
certainly have been successful had the 
bird been living. The most risk is from 
the ineffectual struggles of the bird, 
elthough secured firmly, yet it will by 
constrained efforts, make spasmodic ac- 
tions of the body that sometimes divert 
the instruments and cause accidents 
mostly to the intestines, a wound in 
which would be fatal. But if the ope-a- 
tor will think that he is always work- 
ing on a dead animal, he will rarely 
make a mistake, having more confidence 
than otherwise. An experienced opera- 
tor will not miss em bird in a hundred 
perhaps, and then suse two or three in 
the next dozen, but this is not a loss, 
for the birds are dressed for table or 
market.

screenings with some sound kernels

A clearing with an abundance of 
stumps car scarcely be surpassed for a 
run for poultry of all kinds, particularly 
young, growing stock. The bases of the 
stumps furnish abundant attractive 
scratehing places for the young and the 
eld birds, and usually they can find an 
abundance of bugs and worms about 
them. Should they be scarce it is an 
easy matter to cultivate millions of 
worms and insects by the rollowing plan: 
Pour fresh blood on a vessel full of 
bron, stir it well and while fresh dis- 
tribute it about the base of the stumps, 
cover with straw or leaves to the depth 
of 8 or 4 inches and the flies will to 
the rest. In the spring it is also well 
to plant a row of sunflower seed in a 
circle about each stump, esy 3 feet from 
it. By the time hot weather is fully on, 
they will furnish excellent shodoe for 
fowls, and in the fall will yield quite a 
harvest for feeding ta the molting hens 
or they may be allowed to pick oul the 
sced. 

The cut above shows a simple con- 
trivanee to cover a feed dish for young 
chickens, Simply attach a handle to in 
old box or basket and mnke entrance 
beles of a diameter sufficient to permit 
the young chickens to onter. First re- 
move the bottom of the box or basket, 
The object of this feed cover is to pro-

How to Make Hona F

SIR JOSEPH LISTER. 


AN EMINENT SCIENTIST WHO IS TC 
VISIT CANADA THIS YEAR. 


The Discoverer of the Antiseptic Trent- 
tment of Wounds, Who Has Conferred 
an Inestimable Benefit on Humanity 
Honored by His Home Universities, 


Sir Joseph Lister, the great sw 
and retiring president of the British As 
sociation for the Advancement, of a 
ence, nad who will visit the Canadian 
Dominion this summer, was born at U; 
to» in Essex, which was then a pretty 
suburban villa , thought it has long 
since been swallowed up in the metro- 
polis, and here the greater part of his 
early life was spent, His fathor, J 
Jackson Lister, was a man of rare 
ability, who devoted the titervals of 
business to scientific pursuits. He was 
a Fellow of the Royal Society and is best 
known for his work on the improvement 
of the microscope. Sir Joseph Lister 
was thus early imbued with scivatific 
tastes, and learned by example, if he 
did not inherit it by descent, the habit 
of accurate information and relentless 
logic; in short that capacity for tuking 
pains which has been in a special manner 
the characteristic feature of his genius. 
He was educated at a private Quaker 
school at Tottenham, which numbered 
among its pupils at about the same time 
the late Mr. William Edward Foster 
and Dr, Wilson Fox, and afterwards he 
became « student at University College, 


SIR JOSEP LISTHIR, 
The Great Surgeon and Retiring President 
vf the Hritish Assoclation for the Ad 
vancemeut of Science, 


Londen, from which he graduated B.A. 
at the University of London in 1847, He 
then enters! upon his medical studies 
at University College. cud here he came 
utfder the influence of Sharpey, which 
possibly had something to do with turn- 
ing his attention in the first place to 
the study of physiology. His first pub- 
lications appeared in the year 1853, 
while he was still a student, “On the 
Muscular ‘Tissue of the Skin,” and “On 
the Contractile Tissue of the Tris,” He 
began his surgical studies just at the 
close of the carcer of Liston, one of the 
last of the brillant and rapid operators 
ot the last  poebape sod and he was one 
of the first house: surgeons to Mr.—now 
Sir John—Erichsen, After a very su: 
cessful career at the hospital and the 
University, where he graduated M.B., in 
1852, be went to Edinburgh to sce the 
surgical practice there. Here he was 
closely associated with and soon became 
deeply attached to the late Professor 
Syme, whose daughier he subsequently 
married. At first he was Mr. Syme's 
house surgeon, but before long he waa 
appointed assistant surgeon to the Royal 
Intirmary, and extra-academical lecturer 
on surgery, in which capacity he soon at- 
tracted to himself a devoted band of 
admirers, While in Edinburgh he not 
only published notes of Mr, Syme's cases, 
but continued to pnraue his physiologi- 
cal and pathological researches. Between 
1857 and 1860 several papers appeared 
on a variety of kindred matters, of 
which the most important are those deal- 
ing with the subject of inflaanmation and 
that of coagulation of the blood, In 1857 
his paper “On the early stages of in 
flammation,” was read before the Roya! 
Society, preceded by two others, one be- 
ing “An inquiry regarding the parts of 
the nervous system which regulate the 
contractions of the urteries,” and the 
other, “On the cutaneous pigmentary 
system of the frog.” This work 1 
mains up to the present time one of she 
most important contributions to the sub- 
ect. Various observations on the coagu 
ation of the blood, a much debated mat 
ter at that time, culminated in the Croon 
fan lecture of 1862, which excited great 
interest, upsetting as it did most of the 
accepted notions, and forming the 
groundwork of much of our modern 
teaching on the subject. In 1860 Lister 
was appointed regius professor of sur 
sery in the University of Glasgow, and 
t was there, surrounded by the typical 
surgery of the old regime and shocked 
by the prevalence and futality of the so- 
called hospital diseases, that his work 
in connection with antiseptic surgery 
was begun. The earliest antiseptic dress 
ings were much more cumbrous than 
those mentioned by Professor Tillmans. 
The first attempts cohsisted in making 
an antiseptic crust of blood and pure 
carbolie acid, which was protected by a 
sheet of block tin, then followed the use 
of carbolic acid and oil, and a layer of 
putty made with carbolic acid; after 
this came a plaster made of shellac and 
carbolic acid, and all these preceded the 
carbolic acid gauze, whilst the use of 
the spray was for a long time unknown. 
Lister was always aiming at simplifying 
the details of the treatment; none _re- 
gretted more than he did its compli 
tions, and no one rejoiced more than he 
when he found that he could give up 
the use of the spray with a elear con- 
seience, His idea, in fact, has always 
been to make an external wound behave 
ns much like a subcutaneous injury as 
possible by the simplest means. 

The antiseptic system was fairly 
Jnunched about 1867, and in the yeur 
1869 Lister was appointed successor to 
his father-in-law in the chair of clinical 
surgery at Edinburgh; and here he ¢4 
tinued the elaboration of his system, le 
tering to large and enthusiastic classes, 
numerically much greater than any 
which can be met with in London, whilst 
his clinique aequired a world-wide re- 
sutation, In 1877, on the death of Sir 

villiam Ferguson, he was appointed 
professor of clinical surgery at King's 
College, London, a position which he 
held until three years ago. 

Sir Joseph is elso the inventor and 
discoverer of many improvements in 
surgery which are too numerous to men 
tion in the compass of a short article 
Sir Josenh Lister has been honored by 
nearly all of the prominent universiti 
of Great Iiritain, and bh degre 
have been conferred upon by many 
ef the beading universit! the con 
tinent. He was é baronet. in 
1883, and Inst year suce 1 Lord Kel 
vin as president of the Royal Society, It 
would be impoesible, however, to sult 
ably deseribe the estimation in which 
he is held by the civilized world and 
the enthuelusm he has elwaye juepired 
ninonget the who h sider hia 
immediate influence,

CAREER OF THE BRITISH VETERAN 
WHO KEEPS THE CROWN JEWELS. 


Mis “Den” th the Tower of London=4 
Sturdy Watfior Who Tae Made Hl 
Mark = Four Times Mentioned For 
Brilliant Services, 


It was my pleasant fate omer | 
writes a representative of Black an 

White, to have a Jong tolk with that 
most gallant of British vetvrans, who iv 
known threughout the service as “ted 
Middleton.” We were in his new quart. 
ers in the Tower of London, St. Themes’ 
‘Lower; for, as many know, Cencral 
Middicton was not long exo appointed 
Keeper of the Crown Jewels in. the 
‘ower, and any modern Colonei Blood 
would think twice before attempting to 
repeat the famous episod. of Charles 
1L.’s reign, did he take the preliminary 
percaution of dipping into the General's 
record, Though it is now fifty-four 
years since “Sir Fred” was gaatted te 
the Fifty-eighth Regiment, and more 
than seventy since he was burn, Se looks 
as capable as ever of tackling a foe, At 
least, L faney that any one who at- 
tempted to play Marmion to the Gen- 
eral’s Donglas would come off second 
et, 

Of course Sir Fred has h’s own special 
room in St. Thomas’ Tower, and this he 
calls bia “den.” It is comfortable and 
lofty, with a window commanding a view 
of the Thames and its traMc, and should 
time hang heavily, the movement of the 
great cantilever bridge affords a con- 
stant wg of wonder and admiration, 
Sir F kindly placed his desk and 
desk chair at my disposal, while he walk 
ed up and down smoking a short pipe, 
ond Lady Middleton charmingly a‘ded 
conversation. 

But now for General Middleton's 
career, I think I had better give it in bold 
resume and then add my anecdotes at 
the end. After being gazetted to the 
Fifth-eighth Regiment on December 30, 
‘49, at the age of seventern, Frederick 
Middleton was promoted Neutenant inte 
the Ninety-sixth Regiment, serving in 
India. He exchanged into the Tweuty- 
ninth in °S5, serving in Burmnah, and 
was promoted to an unattached majority 
in ‘68, brevet Heutenant coloneley in '60, 
full coloneley in ’78, majorgeneral in 
’85, retiring in ’87 with rank of lieuten- 
ant-general, He was made a C,B. in 
May, ‘81, and reccived the £100 a yenr 
for distinguished service ia ‘85, 

His war services are as follows: New 
Zenland War, °46-'47 (mentioned in dis: 

atches and medal); in the Santhal Re- 
‘lion as a volunteer (mentioned in dis: 
atches and received the thanks of the 
ndian Government); in the Indian 
Mutiny, '57-58 (four times mentioned in 
dispatches, brevet of majer and clasp); 
commanded the Field Fores in Canada 
during the rising under Rie? in the 
Northwest in ‘85 (received the thunks of 
both Houses of Parliament, and a grant 
of £4000, K. C.M.C., rank of _ major- 
general, and medal and clasp). His staf? 
services are thus chronicled; Served ns 
A.D.C, to three general officers; as de- 
puty-judge-advocate; as brigade-major ts 
Saraom Field Force, India; on the miii- 
tary survey in Canada; as superintend- 
ing officer of garrison instruction at 
home, '70°74; as commendant, Royal 
Military College, '74-'78;. and as muajor- 
general commanding the Canadian 
militia, 84-00, 

Among General Middleten’s more re- 
markable adventures was one which oc- 
evrred to him during the Indian Mutiny. 
Sir Fred always used a bonr-spear when 
op Sir Edward Lugard's staff. He went 
out of “the den” for a few moments and 
returned with the identical weapon. It 
had been mended near the spear end 
with steel clamps, and was pretty heavy 
nid hard, as the wood was male bam- 
boo, Sir Fred -and a rebel Sowar were 
charging each other, The Sowar with 
4 sabre cut severed the boar-spear, while 
Sir Fred, riding on, ran the retel 
through with the haft of the spear and 
killed him. As T could see, the sabre 
cnt had left the haft with a sharp, razor- 
like edge on one side. The mending, of 
course, was done after the incident, an? 
this epearhead makes a most interesting 
trophy. Sir Fred was recommended for 
the Victoria Cross, but did not get it, ns 
Lord Clyde did not wish any officers on 
his staff to have it. 

The incident that led to this recom- 
mendation is described in Kaye snd 
Malleson'’s “History of the Indian 
Mutiny.” It was in the fierce Sghting 
evainst Kunwar Singh in Western 
Ribar, Onur cavalry suffered severely 
charging the rebel squares. “Hamilton, 
of the Third Sikhs,” write the historians 
mentioned, “n very gallant officer, wre 
wounded and unbhorsed when charging 
the squares, As he Jay on the gronnd, 
the rebels cutting at him, Middleton, of 
the Twenty-ninth Foot and Farrier 
Murphy rushed to his assistance, an? 
aneceeded in rescuing his body, which 
otherwise would have been cut to ploces, 
A little after the rescue of Hamilton, a 
body of rebels Acshed forward, with 
tulware drawn, to cul down a wonnded 
and dismounted trooner of the military 
train, Again did Middleton dash for- 
ward, drive them back, and dismount- 
ing, place the wonnded trooper on hie 
horee.”) “Tarrier Murnhy,” sald Gener! 
Middleton, “got the Victoria Cress for 
that offvir, and I did not. though we 
were both in it.” 


Devoured Ite Own Body. 


Cannibalism has been regarded as the 
lowest depths of degeneracy, but observa 
tions made by F. Nordlinger prove that 
in animal life conditions are existing 
which are worse than cannibalism, This 
zoologist relates that he at one time, 
when digging in his garden, happened to 
eut in two a large cricket, which he 
thought had been killed by the acvident, 
Looking 10 minutes afterward at the 
supposedly dead cricket, he was very 
much surprised when he saw the for- 
ward end of the cricket busy eating up 
the rear end, It takes pretty good nerve 
to do that, but we cannot judge of the 
sensations of pain in animals of a low 
order by Gur own sensations and feel- 
ings. Interested by what he had seen, 
Mr. Nordlinger placed the two halves of 
the cricket into u large glass, withia 
which he placed a clot of carth and sume 
roots, and he actually found that the 
cricket not only got entire’y well awl 
grew a new end, but judging from the 
disappearance of every yestige of the 
other part, he concladed that the cricket 
had disposed of that part of its former 
anatomy by eating it up,
